Candidate James Mitchell of Luidenhurst 
filed the objections with the State Board of 
Elections/ , i r J * . 

Mitchell contended incumbent Ron Baker ' 
and former director Roy Gundclach had errors 
in (heir petitions that could disqualify them 




r ftotn tunning in Apr il's election. .- - 1 

On Tuesday, allthreernch attcri'ded : a' 
hearing at the Election Board's office in 
Chicago, where objections against Baker were 
dropped, but the objections filed by Mitchell 
against Gundclach were sustained. 
Gundclach's name won 't appear on the ballot 

Baker said he is happy, about the ruling 
and felt allegations against him were all petty. 
Some of the petition signers wrote the name 
of the state where the county should have 
been and one of his petition circulators 
became divorced, so her name on the petition 
was not that on her voter registration card. 
. Fifty-nine signatures on Baker's petition 
were lost but he still had enough with 249. 
Two-hundred signatures for director 
candidate is the minimum needed. 

Gundclach's petitions showed people not 
registered and some not in the district, said 
Mitchell. 

Mitchell plans to continue trying to knock 
Baker off the ballot 

The newcomer candidate said he more 
than likely plans to seek a judicial review of 
the matter and could end up suing the State 
Board of Elections and the judicial court. 

Mitchell said one of Baker's circulators 



used the wrong name and that did not come 
' '■upvriththe board of elections. 

Agreeing what Baker did was not 
fraudulent, Mitchell did say his petitions were 
"sloppy" and he said if you're careless, then 
you should pay. 

. "If T bump him off the ballot, then so 
what?. I didn't make the rules," said Mitchell. 
And he said if he fights it, he could get hfs wish 
before the election April 4. "He has ] days to 
QIc. 

Mitchell said he may have learned his craft 
from none other than State Representative 
Bob Churcliill of the 62nd district 

In 1992 Churchill challenged Mitchell's 
petitions for state representative and won. 

Mitchell said, in a previous interview, he 
has never been to one Agency meeting, but 
plans to attend. He also said he doesn't know 
anyone on the Agency board, nor is he a 
boater. • j 

Baker only' has one regret. That is not 
checking out Mitchell's petition to see if it's 
correctly put together. The incumbent 
candidate said he doesn't usually think of 
things like that, because he trusts people. 

A "mud-slingcr," is how Baker described 
his competitor.

The Village of Antioch has voted to accept 
the dedication of 5.3 acres of property from 
Developer Al Little, for the Windmill Creek 
Park. The acceptance will be final after a title 
search. 

"We received a request from Mr. Little to 
take the Windmill Creek dedication," said 
Village Administrator Tim Wells. However, 
he noted some concern with the order of 
construction pf the phases of Windmill Creek 
may not be around the park when the park is 
developed. 

."Phase II may not be Phase II," explained 
Wells. 

The Park? Board does not intend to 
develop the pWk until the year 1990. As a 



result, the board agreed to hold back $22,709 
in developer fees if it becomes necessary to 
build an access road. An access road could 
be needed if the proposed additional 
development is delayed for some reason. 

"This is the worst case scenario," said 
Wells. "The park board is not ready to 
develop the park. We hope to use the street 
network." 

The money will be placed in a separate 
certificate of deposit in order to earn interest 
The interest may be needed if road 
construction costs increase. 

Little will receive the portion of the 
developer fees offset by the park donation, 
with the exception of the acccssway money, 
when the village lias title to the park 
property.

John Anderson, superintendent 
of the Special Education District Of 
Lake County (SEDOL) was the key 
speaker last week at the Rotary Club 
luncheon, Anderson showed a 15 
minute video and then answered 
questions, 

SEDOL is a special education 
joint agreement organized to pro- 
vide cooperative program plan- 
ning, instructional, planning, relat- 
ed services and inservicc training to 
assure an appropriate education 
for children with disabilities. 
Antioch District 34, Grass Lake 
School, Emmons School and 
Antioch Community High School 
all participate in SEDOL 

Funding for SEDOL is from 
local member school districts, state 
• reimbursement programs, and fed- 
eral grants. The local member dis- 
tricts share the majority of costs, 
based 'on the number of students 
enrolled in special classes.- 

Screening for SEDOL enroll- 
ment is generally done when a 
child is between 3 and 5 years old. 
Dates for the screenings arc pub- 
lished in the newspapers and 
school newsletters. Any parent 
who suspects their child may have a 



disability are encouraged to call the 
local elementary school district to 
arrange for a screening. In addition, 
teachers and school staff may refer 
a child to the program for evalua- 
tion. 

SEDOL provides a wide range of 
services and aids children with 
autism, behavioral and/or emo- 
tional disorders, health impair- 
ments, hearing impairments, learn- 
ing disabilities, mental disabilities, 
physical disabilities, speech and 
language, impairments, traumatic 
brain injuries, visual impairments 
as well as other problems which 
adversely affect educational efforts. 
Some of .the support services of 
SEDOL include psychology, social 
work, speech and language, prcvo- 
cattonal, occupational and physical 
therapy and nursing services. The 
amount of services a child receives 
is dependent on the needs of that 
child. 

SEDOL has various locations 
including Central High School, 
Gages Lake School, Lake 
Diagnostic Center, Larcmont 
School, Parent Infant Center, 
Powers Center of the Hearing 
Impaired and the Sally Potter 
School. For more information

The Lake County Clerk and the 
regional superintendent feel they 
have acted . properly in deciding 
how votes will be counted in the 
Lake Villa unit school district issue 
despite a. lawsuit' by Antioch 
Elementary School District . 

County Clerk Wiliard 
Helander and Ed Gon'wa, region- 
al superintendent, feel they have 
ruled as prescribed by the letter 
of the law. On the other hand, 
Antioch Elementary School 
Board feels its residents arc being 
disenfranchised by the decision 
to include only the Lake Villa por- 
tion to count for all of the district. 

In essence, 19 percent of • 
District 34 voters will be voting as 
a district on whether there should f 
be a Lake Villa unit district. The 
other 81 percent will vote on the 
issue, but they will be counted 
only on the Antioch High School 
ballot 

"We followed the letter of the 
law," Helander said. "The deci- 
sion was correct arid complete." 

Helander said the office used 
information from the assessment 
division to determine the 
assessed valuation compared 'to. 
the average daily attendance pro- 
vided by the district She said the 
assessed valuation number was 
changed after the assessment 
division reviewed it 

Also, the State Board of 
Education was consulted as well 
as the . State's Attorney's office 
before, the decision was made. ., 

Gonwa said his decision was 
b ascd o n school code . H e sai d the 
.disparity between the-: total 
assessed - valuation compared 
with the average daily attendance 
doesn't match the 8 percent rule

One's outlook as an individual depends upon their mental; and 
physical, fitness. This self-image created at a young age will last 
throughout the lifetime of the individual. Therefore, positive activities 
arid reinforcements are in constant demand to share the images of our 
young students. 

A topic discussed at a conference for educators was taken a step fur- 
therthis fall, by a teacher at Antioch LxwcrGrade School. Alice Brown, 
a third grade-teacher, felt that exercise and physical fitness did indeed 
have a direct bearing on the self-esteem of her students. The catch was 
how to get this across; to her students anil how to make it a positive 
experience for all involved.. Thus, the "Walking Club" was established. 

Students voluntarily "join." the club by taking part in a walk around 
the school grounds every day (weather permitting) after their lunch 
•period. Brown determined ithata trip twice around the perimeter of the 
field and the playground measured out to be about one mile of walk- 
ing. Each member has an index' card which gets a hole punched for 
every day they complete. their mile walk. Upon receiving 10 holes 
punched on their card, their names are then entered on a 10-Mile 
Chart located in the school. 

. This club has stirred quite a bit of interest and activity among the 
students and teachers alike. As Brown puts it, "Walking for exercise is 
often at the end of my list of things to do and, therefore, often "forgot- 
ten, So the walking club is to help me, too." 

Many of the walkers have taken to walking during their second 
recess of the day, without the benefit of their cards or chart/The initia- 
tive of these students puts a positive mental aspect on a positive phys- 
ical action that will benefit them for years to come.

•A.discussioh about wlicthcr or . 
not the variance oh a condomini- 
um project should be expired 
drew angry retorts from both the 
developer, Albert Ghristensen, 
and Antioch Village Planning 
Director Robert Silhan. 
Ghristensen wanted the variance 
extended while- Silhan had rec- 
ommended to the board to recog- 
nize the expiration. 

The bulk of the problems 
seemed to ' stem from 
Christcnscn's inexperience in the 
procedural requirements of 
building a condominium. In 
addition, a war of experts disput- 
ed exactly what water detention 
requirements were applicable. . 
"I have always been willing to 
work with them," retorted Silhan 
after Ghristensen accused him of 
not cooperating with 

Ciiristeriscn's engineer, Jim Witt. 
The variation, for the property 
located on 639 Main Street, was 
initially approved in principal, on 
March 10, 1994. One of the con- 
ditions of the variance was the 
submission of detailed engineer- 
ing plans. "That exhibit has not 
been submitted," said Silhan. 

Ghristensen argued the plans 
had been submitted. "I have my 
engineer here and he says they 
arc done," he insisted. He told 
. . the board Silhan was unwilling to 
submit the plans, which had been 
- delivered earlier that morning, to 
the village engineer. 

Silhan fired back,. "Excuse 
me. This is getting ridiculous. I 
decided it was not worth the 



village's time." 

"There has to be sufficient 
detail to review," added Mayor 
Marilyn Shineflug. . ; ' ; 

The. problem was. the plans 
submitted did not include storm 
water detention. Christenscn 
said his engineer's • calculations 
differed from the Antioch Village 
Engineer's, and the property does . 
not' require the detention area. 
Silhan disagreed. "I go by what 
Mr. Hucber (Village Public 
Works) , and Mr. Boldt ( Village 
Engineer) says," said Silhan. 

Christcnscn's attorney, Dave 
Edwards, attempted to convince 
the hoard. to go ahead and grant 
the extension. "He (Ghristensen) 
is just going to build apartments," 
said Edwards. "From what I have 
heard, he is being pushed 
around.". 

Christenscn. may have felt 
pushed around as he attempted 
to satisfy both village regulations 
as well as state. Even Silhan 
admitted it was difficult. "The 
sitcwork is a problem," said 
Silhan. "The coordination with 
1DQT (Illinois Department of 
Transportation) is a problem 
with all petitioners." 

Edwards said neighbors of the 
proposed condominium had not 
wanted rental units to be built. 
Both Christenscn and Edwards, 
hoped a threat of rental property 
would sway the board. 

However, the Antioch Village 
' Board was not buying it One 
issue of concern by the board was 
the length of time between the 
initial public hearing and the 
expiration of the variance^ "I 



believe the primary reason for the 
time limit is for public notifica- 
tion,"! said Trustee Marvin ', 
Oldenburgcr. 

"He's going to have to have a 
new notice for the condomini- 
um,", said Oldenburgcr. 
Oldenburgcr was worried that 
extending the variance risks the 



possibility of people moving in 
and out of the neighborhood, 
Without the prior knowledge of 
the condominium project ' 

The other trustees agreed! It 
was a unanimous vote to allow 
the variance to expire. Trustees 
Don . Amundsen and Wayne 
Foresta were absent 



Christcnsen was - fold ■? to . 
resubmit an application for a 
.variance and to once again go 
through the planning and'zon- 
ing board process. Since public 
notice of 28 days is required to 
get on the docket, the issue 
cannot be addressed uritii'April

Homeowners learn about property rights

The United . Homeowners Association of 
Unincorporated Antioch (UHAUA) held its monthly 
meeting with approximately 50 people in atten- 
dance. The sewer feasibility study was the opening 
topic. 

The group was particularly interested in the cost 
and obligations of the study. Sewer Chairman Bill 
Linnicwicz addressed the group and explained, in 
detail, what would be involved. 

The completed survey would indicate to home- 
owners the cost and likelihood of running a sewer 
system throughout the unincorporated areas in 
Lake County. According to Linnicwicz, there would 
be no charge to the homeowners to do the study, and 
get the results. 

"You have to have the study first before anything 
can happen. After the study, the people will have a 
say in whether it is to be a reality," said Linnicwicz. 

Attorney Alan E. Richards, from the firm of 



Richards, Ralph, Eiclen, Eckcrt & Q'Donncll was 
introduced by Programs Director Chris Peters. He 
then spoke to the group about problems of liability 
and ownership of property by associations. 

He answered a variety of questions from the 
floor.

34 tax- 
payers within Antioch Twp. could 
lose over $5 million in assets, yet 
their vote will not be tallied sepa- 



rately as it will for other affected 
districts. 

Board member Earl "Bud" 
Newton commented, "It's ironic, 
really. Since the beginning of this 
issue we've consistently said peo- 
ple should have the right to vote 
on it, and now we're the ones 
having that right denied."

Waterway Agency meeting in McHeriry last week 
and some of them addressed the board. 

Concern is still apparent over the lease to pur- 
chase agreement with the owner of Hidden Cove 
Marina on lite. 12i where the Agency plans to have 
tfieir new home.' • 

- Re/max Advantage of 'Antioch Realtor Michael 
Lcschcr believes the price of $736,000 is. just too 
high for the property. . 

Lcscher also had other questions concerning 
broker Bob Jensen's involvement in the sale. He 
explained it as a possible "conflict of interest" 
because Jensen's wife Judy is employed by Dr. 
William Dam who is the chairman of the Agency. 

"There's a question why the Realtor would be 
engaged , after the deal has been made," said 
Lcschcr. . 

According to Lcscher, the Agency board already 
agreed to purchase Hidden Cove before Jensen was 
hired by Ray Freeman, the owner of the marina. Dr. 
Dam said by law, the Agency couldn't hire a real 
estate agent to help them with the deal, but the 
owner had to have one. 

Lcschcr doesn't have a problem with it now, but 
prior to the meeting last week, he was also con- 
cerned with rumors that Jensen had cut a deal with 
the marina owner for a huge commission, some- 
where around $60,000. At the meeting the Agency 
board clarified that Jensen received the average 
amount of three percent which equals around 
$22,000. 

"The problem is, I'm behind Dr. Dam 99 percent 
of die time, but It irritates me they would do some- 
dung like this," said Lescher. 

Chairman Dam said the meeting went well and 
"The audience was overwhelmingly in support of 
the board." 



Darn noted that former Agency director and 
Re/max Advantage Realtor Judy Martini showed 
him one example of a marina for sale in Antioch. 
Inland Marina is selling for $900,000 and is a one- 
story building with ceilings about 8 foot high, said 
Dam. This is nothing like Hidden Cove which 
comes, equipped with over 40-piers and plenty of 
room to store their dredging equipment. • 

Also, Hidden Cove is centrally located between 
McHenry and Lake counties which they service. 
There's a large parcel adjacent they arc planning to 
purchase as well..

The issue of limiting lawsuits charac- 
crizcd as frivolous has spawned a hotbed 
f debate primarily between common citi :

liability insurance premiums, anil mem- 
[bers of the legal profession who claim tort 
reform will/take away the common. man's : 
right to dofcrid himself against negligence.' 
"Too many frivolous lawsuits represent 
a societal problem. We don't settle out dif- 
ferences anymore. The first thing people 
think is '1 am going to sue.'" Salvi said.. > 



A bill addressing tort' reform was 
approved by the House last week, but Salvi 
says even though the goals of the bill as a 
whole are. good, the actual legislation 
voted in is flawed and requires fine tuning.

"We were given a 67- page, 2,419-line 
bill with one day to read it before the 
vote. .Most of the but was good but we 
should have had one week.? No one here 
read it — on both sides of the aisle;? Salvi 
said. 

In general terms, the bill calls for rules 
changes in medical malpractice, a review 
board for malpractice, and caps on exces- 
sive damages. 

the key line of the bill! especially,

$500,000. cap on non-economic damages 
such as , pain and suffering awards. 
Outlandish non-economic awards arc 
arbitrary numbers which make it difficult 
for either side of a lawsuit to evaluate 
when to cut their losses and settle.

greater lengths of time until they are either 
settled or dropped. 

Salvi pointed out one of the flaws in the 
approved bill when he talked/ about the 
cap imposed on punitive damages. The 
bill calls for punitive damages not to 
exceed a number that is three times the 
amount of actual damages. In theory this 
is good but Salvi said in cases where there 
arc no economic damages three times 
zero is still zero. This flaw inhibits a .per- 
son's right for legal retribution arid gives 
fuel to' the argument of those who oppose 




tort reform. 
„ : Is spite of the 
flaws in the bill, 
Salvi is still opti- 
mistic about the 
chances for it to; 
be fine tuned. It Al SaM ' 
still needs to go through an approval 
process with the State. Senate,; where 
Salvi hopes.each portion. of the bill will 
be broken down and reworked if neces- 
sary. If this process docs take place as 
expected on the senate floor, he says the 
eventual- bill will be better than it now 
stands. 

"What we did— while not perfect—will 
ultimately be in the best interests of the 
people in this state. The bill to the gover- 
nor's desk will result in "a system that is 
fair," Salvi said. . .

The death of a former Grant 
High School student came in the 
midst of an ironic twist. 

Phil L. Milanich, 17, of 35 
Arlington Rd. in Fox Lake, was 
visiting a friend at his Hidden 
Glen condominium home at 91 
Edison, when he was shot in the 
chest, Feb. IB. 

Several other high school stu- 
dents were also at the home with 
Milanich and the teen-age resi- 
dent at thetime. 

According to police, 
Milanich's 15-ycar-old Grant 
High School friend called them 
immediately after the shooting, 
around 4:12 p.m. 

"Right now we believe it was 
nothing more than an accident," 
said Lt. Edward Gcrretscn of the 
Fox Lake Police Department 
According to reports, the 15-year- 
old was showing a .25 caliber 
semi-automatic hand gun to his 
friend when .the gun went off, 
shooting him in the chest. 

Police said an investigation is 
still underway, however, and they 
arc awaiting an autopsy report. 

Currently police arc reviewing 
the case with the Lake County 
States Attorney's office to see 
what, if any charges will be filed. 
. ' Superintendent of Grant High 
School Dr. John Bcncdetti, said 



the slain student came into the 
school last week to talk with a 
counselor about re-enrolling. 

While the incident did not 
happen on school grounds, said 
Bcncdetti, ironically the school 
board last Thursday night adopt- 



ed a policy on gun control. The 
"Gun Free Schools Policy" sanc- 
tioned by Grant High, was similar 
to a bill signed by President Bill 
Clinton last year. 

The policy was adopted 
because "We want to communi- 



cate to the public 'We can't toler- 
ate this," said the superinten- 
dent 

"This is the type of thing 
where there's more than just one 
victim," said Gcrretscn.

In 1988, the County Board Public Service 
Committee, which I chaired, was told the county 
had.no legal obligation to provide sewer service to 
Cuneo land north of the E.J.&E. Railroad in 
Libertyville School Dist 128. 

Nothing has changed legally but the leadership 
and; growth attitudes of the county board. County 
Board Chairman Robert Depke would have a diffi- 
cult time passing that sewer service resolution if 
board members Newton,' Raftis, Schulien and 
Calabresa, all who represent Dist. 128, demanded a 
more equitable agreement for the school- Lake 
County is now feeling the real pain of runaway 
growth in higher taxes caused in part by inadequate 
impact fees. 

Without exception, village and county boards, 
along with city councils in Lake County, are guilty in 
varying degrees in' accepting and approving devel- 
opment with only token impact fees. 

School boards arc equally guilty- because they 
allow it to happen without even a whimper of 
protest, always depending on the taxpayer to bail 
them out of trouble., 

In a study done by Kendig, Inc. in 1986 on the 
Cuneo land, it was concluded the development of 
that land would result in a $57- to $64-milllon tax 
shortfall in 1986 dollars, mostly attributed to long-

No one should have any illusion the county 
board, under Depke's prb-deyclppmcnt leadership, 
is going to see the light and voluntarily delay the 
sewer agreements until the school districts are satis- 
fied. 

As near as I can guesstimate, the impact fees as

per unit When Dist. 128's day-to-day cost is over 

$8,000 per student'per year, obviously the .existing 

"impact fees proposed are obscenely low. 

The housing developments will .never even 
recover the tax lag lost. It is difficult to believe how 
so, many otherwise knowledgeable mayors and vil- 
lage board members can be so blind to the total cost 
of development. 

• What is the answer? Lobby all county board 
members, especially Newton, Schulien, Calabresa 
and Raftis, to delay approval until new and more 
equitable school agreements can be negotiated. 

The Cuneo estate is not being denied use of their 
land.

Now that he's the ranking mem- 
ber of a major subcommittee, 
Congressman lohn Porter(R- 
10th) is having more fun than 
ever in the U.S. House of 
Representatives. 

"I love my job," exclaims the 
North Shore Republican who 
represents half of Lake County, 
silencing speculation that he will 
seek the GOP nomination next 
year to replace U.S. Sen. Paul 
Simon, who is not seeking re- 
election. 

Congressman lohn Edward 
Porter is the new chairman of the 
House Appropriations 

Subcommittee on Labor, Health 
& Human Services and 
Education. Porter has been a 
member of the key 
Appropriations Committee since 
1981. With Republicans in 
power, he has more authority 
than ever over U.S. spending. 

The year 1994 marked the sec- 
ond year in a row that Porter has 
been cited by the bipartisan 
Concord Coalition for fiscal con- 
servancy. His deficit-reduction 
score was second highest in the 
20-mcmber Illinois 

Congressional delegation and in 
the 92nd percentile among all 
House members. 

Porter repeatedly racks up 
recognition from citizen groups 
like the Grace Commission's 
Citizens Against Government 
Waste, the National Taxpayers 



Union, and Watchdogs of the 
Treasury, Inc. He also received a 
perfect 100 percent rating from 
Citizens For A Sound Economy 
for his 1993-94 voting record. • 

Why in the wodd would the stu- 
dious, soft-spoken politician who 
has never faced a serious chal- 
lenger since winning election 
want to give up a safe House seat 
for an expensive state-wide pri- 
mary? Stupid question! 

If they had their druthers, all 
rcprcscnativcs want to be sena- 
tors. The pay is the same, but the 
offices arc bigger, the staffs are 
bigger, the terms are longer and ~ 
the job is more prcstigeous, 
unless your first name happens 
■ to be Newt Never playing coy, 
Porter mentions that the timing Is 
all wrong for 1996. Now 1998 
might be different, he hints. 

From a stylistic point of view, 
the U.S. Senate would fit 
Porter's moderate, studied 
approach to government The 
white-haired Republican some- 
times seems apart from other 
members of the House, where 
flamboyance, impulse and 
intractibility arc almost require- 
ments of the job. 

As a strict Constitutional con- 
structionist, Porter had to do 
some fast talking recendy to 
explain his views on super 
majority requirements being 
sought by the hard -driving new 
conservative GOP leadership 
with support of militant fresh- 
men. While supporting three- 




fifths voting as part of House 
rules, Porter was opposed to cast- 
ing that requirement in stone for . 
tax increases. In the end, he 
voted for the Balanced Budget 
Amendment. Spoken like a sena- 
tor and explained with aplumb. 

In keeping with his ccntcrist 
instincts, Congressman Porter 
supports limiting committee 
leadership service time, but bris- 
tles over the sanctions of legally 
imposed term limits. "Those arc 
artificial restraints," Porter hur- 
rumphs. "Besides, we already 
have term limits. Two years." 
That might sound lilce a weak 
joke coming from some 
Congressional denizens, but not 
from the no-nonsense Porter. 

Handsome and distinguished, 
John Porter fills the idea of a lot of 
folks of a U.S. senator. In politics, 
timing is everything. Privately, 
the veteran lawmaker sees 1996 
being someone else's time, like 
maybe Lt Gov. Bob Kustra, for 
example. 

As far as the '96 U.S. Senate race 
is concerned, this is not yet John 
Porter's time. But 1998, when 
the junior Illinois senator Carol 
Moselcy Braun's term is up, is 
another matter. Another time. 
And a better time.

and Woodland 50) Intend to put forth refer- 
enda on the April ballot regarding new 
schools and a large increase in the tax rate. 

I have seen my tax bill increase by 75 per- 
cent in the past five years. I am becoming 
truly concerned about it The increases even 
under the so-called tax caps have, far out- 
stripped inflation. I am concerned that all 
children arc well educated and am willing to 
contribute to the cause. As elected officials, 
they have a responsibility to "make their 
case" as to the need for and amount of a tax 
increase. So far, I have seen little of the case 
being made other than a general statement 
that the school is soon to be overcrowded 
and a new one is needed. That may very well 
be the case, but more information is needed. 



Following is a partial list of the issues that 
I have not seen dealt with in die press: 

1. What is the projected enrollment for the 
next, say, 10 years? How accurate do they 
think that is? How accurate have they been in 
the past regarding that? 

2. Have other means been researched and 
costed out to meet the space requirements? 
How permanent is the growth? 1 attended 
Decrtleld High School 25 years ago and it had 
2,600 students, now it has about 1,200. Is the 
enrollment going to be at 4,000 long enough 
to justify a $37 million school? 

3. If a new building is needed, why split 
grades? And why send youngest students to 
existing school? Why not just two schools? 
Most districts that have more than one cam- 
pus treat them as separate schools — is there 
a savings in administrative costs? If so, how 

much? 

4. Perhaps classrooms in an office-type 
building would serve the purpose and then 
could be sold or leased for commercial use. 
How much capacity are we getting for $37 
million for WTHS? The national average for 
high school construction is $9,500 per stu- 
dent Are we getting room for an additional 
3,800 students? The paper last week said 
this new school would be 300,000 square 
feet— if so, it seems to cost $120 per square 



foot The nicest office building is only $75 to 
$80. Is there any evidence that expensive 
school buildings help in the education of 
our kids? 

5. As for the cost to the taxpayer— please 
provide the overall figures (district assessed 
value, total cost w/ interest of the bonds, pro- 
jected growth in assessed value and project- 
ed overall tax rate for the duration of the 
bonds. We have seen in the past that the 
numbers quoted per homeowner turn out to 
be far less than the actual. Don't patronize 
us, if we are smart enough to earn the money 
to pay the taxes we can understand the fig- 
ures. 

6. Why doesn't the additional tax revenue 
from the new development that is causing 
the need for a new school cover the costs of 
running the new school? What are the 
amounts of impact fees paid and what por- 
tion of the additional costs incurred will 
come from them? 

The above covers most of what the voters 
need to evaluate the referenda Any further 
information would be helpful also. If they are 
planning public meetings or mailings to 
explain the issue, I suggest that at least the 
above items will be covered.

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Intergenerational effort puts young in role of the elderly 



With more than 32 million citizens now 
over the age of 65 ahd an aging gener- 
ation of baby boomers right behind, the 
United States Is undergoing a demo- 
graphic shift to an older society. Meeting 
the heeds of an aging population repre- 
sents a continuing challenge, one that Is 
addressed by a University -of Illinois 
Cooperative Extension Service program 
targeted toward youth and adults. 

"Walk In My Shoes" was developed by 
IjMolly McErlean, a. Ul Extension family life 
''educator based In the Chicago area. 
Through lessons and hands-on experi- 
ence. It teaches those dealing with older 
citizens how to more effectively commu- 
nicate with them and serve their needs. 

Participants don scratched and col- 
ored glasses that slmulafe deteriorating 
vision, wear gloves In attempting to open 
pill bottles, and utilize cassette tapes to 
simulate hearing problems— all In an 
effort to learn what It might be like to 
face the world as an aging person. 

McErleaa who holds a master's 
degree in gerontology, came to Extension 
two years ago after working In hospitals, 
primarily educating staff on effective 
communications with elderly patients. 

"Intergenerational programs have 
become an Increasingly popular way of 
bringing young and old together to learn 
more about each generation and to 
benefif mutually by the exchange," she 
explained. "In the process of working on 
this Idea for Extension, the 'Walk In My 
Shoes' program evolved." 

The primary audience was to be 
youth Involved In Extension's 4-H pro- 
gram but McErlean Is busy presenting the 
program at the ' request of suburban 
Chicago villages seeking to Increase the 
sensitivity and awareness of their 
employees who deal with older citizens. 

"There are a lot of positive and nega- 
tive stereotypes about aging out there. 
There Is the myth that If you live long 
enough, you will become senile," she 
said. "Or some feel that all old people 
are greedy and selfish. Still others see 



older people as being all alike. The truth 
Is that older people, are Just as different 
from each other and have as many dif- 
ferent Interests and abilities as any olher 
generation. We try to present a more 
positive, a more real Image that will dis- 
pel these stereotypes." 

For those working with older citizens, 
awareness of the sensory changes age 
brings can be very Important. 

"Sometimes, because of natural' age- 
related changes In vision, It' may be diffi- 
cult for some older people to differenti- 
ate between the colors green and blue," 
McErlean said. "So, If you're working In a 
village office and you direct a citizen to 
some forms that are In 'the green basket' 
and there Is a blue one right next to It 
they have difficulty." 

Hearing loss can also complicate 
communications. 

"There are ways that we can all com- 
municate with older citizens more effec- 
tively," she explained. "These Include 
simple things like looking directly at the 
person when you are talking to them, 
eliminating background noise In an 
office, and using large-print formats for 
some Items and forms." 

Adults participating In McErlean 's pro- 
gram learn first-hand what It feels like 
from the other perspective. 

"As we age, the (ens of the eye 
becomes more yellowed which tends to 
filter out such colors as violet, blue and 
green, while yellow, orange and red are 
easier to distinguish. We simulate that by 
making participants wear specially-tint- 
ed yellow eyeglasses," she said. "To Illus- 
trate problems with touch and dexterity, 
we ask the participants to wear gloves 
while trying to open a pill bottle or coin 
purse, tie a piece of string Into a bow, 
and shuffle a deck of cards. These expe- 
riences help ihe participants to have a 
better understanding of the difficulties 
some older adults face In performing 
routine tasks." 

These changes. In varying degrees, 
are "inevitable" In all of us, she noted.

"This program Is particularly helpful to 
orient new staff at nursing homes, senior 



care groups, and people In other 
agency settings where older adults are 
served," shesaid. 

The challenge Is not; going to disap- 
pear. If anything, It wlp only Increase as 
the baby boomers continue to age, 

"Now and In the future. It Is very Impor- 
tant for young people and adults to 
understand the needs of older adults 
and the challenges they face," she said.

Abbott seeks approval for antibiotic 




Abbott Laboratories has sub- 
mitted a supplemental new 
drug application with the U.S. 
Food and Drug Admin., seeking 
approval for the use of Biaxjn® 
(clarithromycin) to treat 
Helicobacter pylori (H.pylori)- 
associated. peptic ulcer disease. 

According to a National 
Institutes of Hcatth Consensus 
Statement, there is now evi- 
dence to indicate that H.pylori 
infection (in the absence of 
other precipitating factors) is 
casually related to the develop- 
ment of peptic ulcer disease, 
and that persistent infection 
accounts for the high rates of 
ulcer recurrence. 



Results of Abbott's research 
and clinical development pro- 
gram suggest that dual therapy 
, using the combination of Biaxin 
with the anti-secretory agent 
omeprazole is a promising regi- 
men for eradication of H.pylori 
infection and prevention of 
ulcer recurrence. The most 
common adverse events associ- 
ated with the combination were 
taste perversion, nausea, 
headache, diarrhea, vomiting, 
abdominal pain and infection. 
The application for the Abbott 
compound is the first to seek an 
indication for the use of an 
antibiotic to eradicate H.pylori 
infection.

Doctors help ski team 
prepare for Olympics 

Barry L Sciller, M.D. ophthalmologist and medical director 
of the Visual Fitness Institute in Vernon Hills, and his associate, 
optometrist Thomas E. Bobka, O.D., have been working to 
improve the U.S. Ski Team's visual skills. 

This year, the doctors examined members of the men's and 
women's Alpine and freestyle teams in Lake Placid, N.Y.; 
Boulder, Colo.; and Park City, Utah. Sciller and Bobka arc 
donating the ir time and equipment A grant from Bausch & 
Lomb Is funding their travel expenses and the cost of supplies. 
The company provides the skiers — and all Olympic athletes— 
with Bausch & Lomb contact lenses. 

In addition to peiforming a complete vision and visual skills 
evaluation, Sciller and Bobka prescribe corrective lenses and 
training exercises that arc based on each skier's particular 
needs. The skiers' visual skills arc monitored periodically and 
their individual training programs adjusted as needed. The doc- 
tors began working with the U.S. Ski Team in June 1992. 

The doctors' involvement with Olympic athletes started in 
February 1992, when Sciller was invited to staff the Bausch & 
Lomb Olympic Vision Center in Albcrrville, France, and conduct 
sports vision evaluations on many of the athletes competing in 
the Winter Games. 

Sciller founded the Eye Care Center of Lake Co. in 1968, and 
has offices in three northern Illinois suburbs. He established the 
Visual Fitness Institute in 1989 and, since then, has worked with 
Bobka to develop programs to improve the visual skills of ath- 
letes, rehabilitation patients, children with visual skill disorders, 
manufacturing workers, military and law enforcement person- 
nel, pilots and others.

•I'm just too tired. "Remind 
yourself that regular exercise will 
give ; you more, not less, energy. 
Experiment at least twice with 
this idea by committing to take a 
20-minutc Walk before dinner 
preparations. Take your dog or

children along. It won!t take" 
more than a few outings to prove 
to yourself that the fresh air and 
exercise will increase your energy 
level for the new few hours."'* .' 

♦I just can't get started on an 
exercise program. . "Pick some- 
thing you enjoy. Don't be influ- 
enced by another's preferences. 
Consider swimming, walking, 
tennis, rowing, or another activi- 
ty to get started.

•I always start out great— then I 
get bored and give up. "Variety and 
rest days will keep you going. Many 
people who arc not used to regular 
exercise go overboard, telling 
themselves they will engage in a 
specific fitness activity (such as 
running or aerobics) every day or 
several times a week. The activity, 
quickly loses its appeal and the 
unrealistic goal of exercise daily 
can't be maintained. Include sever- 
al physical activities that will be 
enjoyed, keeping interest high and 
avoiding boredom. Remember to 
take at least two "rest" days per 
week, giving yourself "permission 
not to exercise. You'll find yourself 
looking forward to the next exercise 
day."

Lyons Woods Forest Preserve 
near Beach Park will benefit 
greatly following the award of a 
$200,000 Open Space - Land 
Acquisition and ' Development 
(OSLAD) grant by Gov. Edgar for 
restoration anil improvement 
projects at the 266-acrc preserve. " 
The grant was announced by Jim 
La Belle, forest preserve presi- 
dent, at the Feb. 17 board of com- 
missioners meeting. 

The grant will help fund devel- 
opment of 2.2 miles of hiking and 
biking trails, a comfort station, 
-Vater fountain, parking lot and 



an entrance to the preserve along 
Blanchard Rd. The new trail and 
parking lot at Lyons Woods will 
provide access to the existing 
North Shore Trail; a regional bike 
trail that runs north and south 
through the county. 

The grant will help offset the 
estimated $400,000 project costs 
and will be matched with funds 
from the forest preserve 1993 
bond referendum, in wliich vot- 
ers approved $20 million for land 
preservation and $10 million for 
improvement and restoration of 
existing and new preserves. ■ 



As part of an effort to acquire 
and enhance forest preserve and 
park lands statewide, Gov, Edgar 
awarded more than $11.7 million 
in grants for 69 acquisition and 
development projects through- 
out the state in January.

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Architectural genius lives on in historian

The celebration of "a true original", came to Fox 
Lake in the form of a Frank lioytl Wrightlook-allkc who 
has been traveling around the wbridthjoughout'the 
past 11 years. 

Dr. Lyman Shepard, architectural historian from 
Oak Park, entertained and educated a crowd at the Fox 
Lake District Library on the life, from childhood to 
senior years, of the world-famous architect who was 
known to design, buildings many years before their 
tunc. 

Shepard wore attire just like the items' Wright had 
designed himself. A slide presentation started with a 
photo and explanation about Wright 

Wright's mother was Anna Jones, and his father was 
William Russell Gary Wright She was from Wales, and 
his dad came from the cast coast 

' Wright was born in the tiny Wisconsin town of 
Spring Green in the year 1860. His father had anumber 



of different occupations including that of an attorney, a 
musician, a dance master as well as being involved in 
medicine. William Wright was also at one point a 
Baptist minister. 

As of today, the Jones dan, on the mother's side, 
still reside in Spring Green, said Dr. Shepard. 

. Though he became world-renowned, many label- 
ing him a genius, Wright had no liigh school diploma 
nor college degree. He did/however, enroll in several 
engineering courses^ 

While' ills gift to sec into the future came from a 
* higher echelon, Wright learned his craft as an appren- 
tice from mister architect Louis Sullivan. 

Together Sullivan and Wright designed the Great 
Auditorium Complex. 

Wright loved to combine art, music and architec- 
ture to come up with his own form of orchestration, 
mucli of which is believed to have been about a hun- 
dred years before its time.

When young Barbara Pope grew up among the farms of 
Newport Township, one of her favorite pastrimes was to cross 
the dirt road known as MUIbum Rd. to the Cashmore's house 
to play with 'Agnes and Ellen. Only 7 years old in 1914, she 
would run through the fields and play by the stream and never 
feel unsafe. 

'We could never go anywhere," she said. 

In the iatc 1920s a hunt club in Lake Forest found itself 
running out of room as the community began to grow. The 
wealthy families associated with the club came to the area 
west of today's tollway and south of Rte. 173, buying tracts of 
land and establishing estates. The annual fox hunt had found 
a new home and still exists today.' 

In those days the bur- 
geoning Chicago suburbs 
did not matter in a place as 
remote as Lake County. I : or 
all Pope cared they were 
1 ,000 miles away. She coul d 
hot Imagine a time when 
her childhood haunts might 
become a part of contigu- 
ous suburbia. What mat- 
tered was the creek was 
undisturbed, the fields were 
green, and she could play all 
day long without so much 
as seeing a sign of civiliza- 
tion. Life was simple. It was 
the kind of scene that 
' inspired Mark Twain to 
write about the exploits of 
two young boys on the 
Mississippi. It was pic-

lie didn't like basements or 
'" attics, and preferred lots of win- 
dows and simple lines in his 
dwellings. 

In his career, Wright designed 
over 1,000 buildings, and was even 
die designer of the very first ranch 
home. His was called "Usonia." 
Wright also designed the very first 
air conditioned building 

Wright was "always struggling 
against the odds," said Dr. Shcpard. 
He described the architectural 
giant as "eccentric and exotic," and 
wealthy in terms of his great 
artistry. 

Wright's life story continues 
with his first wife, Catherine or 
"Kitty" as she was known, and their 
six children. I 

After being married for many 

years he eventually divorced her. 

While still married, he had a torrid 

'- love affair with Mamah Borthwick 

Chancy. She was later murdered by 

a psychotic servant, who then set 

his home on fire. 

After each of his set backs, 
Wright picked himself up and car- 
ried on, continuing his creation of 
what would be famous works of 
architecture. 

Wright went on to meet and 
marry Miriam whom he had a sev- 
enth child with, and later divorced. 
He then met another woman which 
he lived with named Olgivanna. 

His two eldest children, Lloyd 
and John both followed in their 
father's footsteps. Wright's grand- 
daughter Ann Baxter went on to 
become an actress. 

Playing the character he has 
been doing for over a decade, Dr. 
Shcpard explained in the words of 
"** the eccentric, sometimes arrogant 
talent, "The world came to me,". 
■ after die architectural era began to 
change. 

Among his works arc the 
f Winslow House, built in the late 
1800s, in which he first began meld- 
ing nature with his buildings; the 
Chancy House, which he modified 
against his ideas for the owner, an

career self-destructed when the 
Navy decided he did his job too 
well, according to his book publi- 
cist.

The auto industry is about to 
downshift from overdrive, bring- 
ing: the Midwest economy and . 
The First Chicago-Great Lakes 
Index (GLI) back to reality in the 
process. ."• 

According to Diane Swonk, 
senior regional economist with 
The First National Bank of 
Chicago, total sales of autos 
and light trucks in 1995 are 
expected to drop 2 percent 
from 1994's rate of 15.1 millioh. 
And the GLI is expected to slow 
to 3 percent growth in the first 
quarter and 2 percent in the 
second quarter, 

The GLI, designed by First 
Chicago, measures the total out- 
put of goods and services within 
the five-state region of Illinois, 



Indiana, Michigan, Ohio and 
Wisconsin. The auto arid light, 
truck industry plays a key role in 
the economy of the Great Lakes 
and its red-hot pace late in 1994 
pushed the GLI ahead 7.2 percent 
in 1994's fourth quarter. 

"Consumer demand for vehi- 
cles has slowed because of both 
. higher Interest rates and .more 
consumer debt," Swonk said. 
"Even the incentives auto makers 
are starting to offer won't keep 
demand at late-1994 levels. 
Dealers already report that show- 
room traffic is down." 

Swonk explained that pay- 
ments on ■ adjustable-rate mort- 
gages and credit cards will be ris- 
ing just as deferred billing from 
Christmas spending is due. 



In- addition, new- vehicle 
demand will be hurfby the more 
than two million- leased vehicles 
that are expected to be returned 
to dealer lots in 1995. As the deal- 
ers price the cars to sell, some 
consumers will find that the two- 
or three-year-old cars are afford-, 
able substitutes for new cars. 
Meanwhile, the supply of the 
used cars will drive down the 
value of trade-ins, making it 
harder for consumers to afford 
new cars. 

Even so, a projected 14.8 mil- 
lion new vehicles will be sold dur- 
ing 1995. And that will be a strong 
year,. especially for domestic auto 
makers who won't have to deal 
with the exchange-rate price 
pressure that the imports face.

9: Dear-Search: I have been unemployed for approxi- 
mately seven months. I had recently received a job offer 
from (name withheld) where I would be doing customer ser- 
vice and data entry. The company offered a good salary and 
benefits which I needed as I am about to become a single 
parent. I accepted the job to start two weeks later with a con- 
tingency pending their background check as they called it. 
My problem is thai I was contacted a few days later by the 
person who hired me asking me once again if I had graduat- 
ed high school from the school that 1 claimed to have gradu- 
ated from on my application. I answered yes. She then told 
me that she would get back to me. I heard back within the 
next hour that 1 was pulled from their position. They stated 
that I misrepresented myself by claiming on my application 
to have, graduated from high school. While I told the person 
that I received* a O.E.D. (general education diploma), they 
asked me to provide proof of it mat day. I told her mat I was 
busy with other things right now and that I would bring it 
with me the day I started my job. The offer stood and I 
showed up for work the next day. I forgot to bring in the cer- 
tificate and I was terminated before I was even shown my 
desk. Isn't this discrimination? I can't believe that a piece of 
paper should determine whether or not a person has a job 
held over their head. What do you think? S.H. - Waukegan 

A: Dear S.H. Do not think for one minute that this has any- 
. thing to do with a piece. of paper or a discrimination of any 
sort. This is ah "honesty" issuc.or "dishonesty" as the case 
may be.. You have not provided accurate information on your 
application for employment, which in itself would be 
grounds for termination with any company and furthermore, 
when you were questioned a second time by the company, 
you promised to comply with the contingency of providing 
your certificate to them for which they trusted you a second 
time and you did not. Maybe you do have the G.E.D. you 
claim to have...maybc not. In any case, the company was in 
no way discriminating against you personally. Their standard 
hiring policy is a high school diploma or G.E.D. equivalcn-' 
cy is mandatory, the company will not (and is not required 
to) hire'anyone without either. My suggestion is not to blame 
them because after reading your story that would be an exer- 
cise in futility. Save your energy for either digging up that 
piece of paper, getting a duplicate copy...or just getting your 
G.E.D. •'.-.-/ "'■' •

Have you called the IRS toll-free 
number to get answers to your 
questions, only to hear a busy signal? 
The hours for our toll-free 1(800)829- 
1040 number for personal assistance 
have been extended, but because 
millions of people are trying to call at 
the same time, It may take you awhile 
to get through.
